Digging Into Local Archaeology

It might surprise you to learn that by merely 
digging down a depth of one foot, you are reaching 
thousands of years into the past. This was just one of 
several interesting facts unearthed on October 5 when 
Craig Chartier gave an archaeological presentation at the 
Mattapoisett Public Library. 

Chartier, a New Bedford native, has been 
digging in the dirt for over 20 years. As director and 
principal archaeologist for the Plymouth Archaeological 
Rediscovery Project, he has participated in archaeological 
digs throughout Southeastern Massachusetts, including 
an ongoing research project at the Taylor Bray Farm 
located in Yarmouthport. The property is 22 acres with 
lineage to the Taylor family dating back to the 17th

century. 

During Chartier' s 30-minute presentation, he 
explained that in 1987 the Town of Yarmouthport learned 
that the Taylor Bray Farm property was up for sale 
with the threat of possible sub-division. The town went 
into action to secure the acreage through Community 
Preservation Act funding and preserve the delicate and 
important site into perpetuity. After more than two 
decades of archaeological exploration, pre-historic as 
well as historic evidence of human activity has been 
found with new archaeological material being discovered 
during each digging season. 

"You only have to go down about one foot to 
get to glacial soils," Chartier said. According to Chartier, 
the shallow depth where precious artifacts may be 
found in New England makes them easy targets for 
destruction. But at the Cape Cod site, Chartier and fellow 
archaeologists along with local volunteers have unearthed 
30,000 artifacts. Of those items, he said that 3,000 fell into 
the pre-historic category.

Using modern mapping tools such as Google 
Earth, Chartier' s team has found Native American 
activity pre-dating the farm in the form of storage 
pits, animal bones, and spearheads. One of the more 
interesting takeaways of the evening was learning that 
arrows are a relatively new invention. 

" Arrow technology moved here from the south 
about a thousand years ago," Chartier stated. He said that 
prior to the introduction of arrows, early humans used 
spears to hunt larger animals. 

Before concluding his presentation and turning 
the floor over to the audience, Chartier invited anyone 
interested in becoming a volunteer archaeologist at the 
Taylor Bray Farm to do so. He said that because the farm 
site is protected, researchers have been able to "take their 
time," ensuring that artifacts and early human activity 
can be thoroughly examined. 

Audience members were then invited to share 
their "finds" with Chartier for identification. Several 
people brought in rocks that seemed to be something 
more than just interesting shapes. Chartier gently 
disabused them of that thought. 

"Sometimes a rock is just a rock," he chuckled 
along with the crowd. "A common phrase youTl hear at 
Taylor Bray," he said was, "That's just a rock..." 

Brad Hathaway of Aucoot Cove and his wife, 
Priscilla, brought an interesting rock which turned out 
to be "just a rock," but they also brought arrows and

spearheads Priscilla has found over years of walking the 
tideline along the Cove. "She found a stone bowl ... that's 
at the museum," Hathaway said. 

Carole Clifford of Mattapoisett brought along 
a glass bottle. Chartier detailed how to identify a 20th 
century bottle from earlier centuries. Clifford's find was 
dated to about 1870. 

But the winner of the evening in terms of 
antiquity was Susan Wainio's spearhead. Chartier said 
it was a good example of a Susquehanna broad point 
projectile. The large spearhead was 3,000 years old and 
made of rhyolite, a volcanic rock most likely from the 
Blue Hills. Wainio's artifact was part of her Grandmother 
Helen Doane's possessions. Doane was a lifelong resident 
of Rochester. Wainio speculates that the spearhead was 
found on the Doane homestead by their grandmother.

State Closes Shellfishing in Buzzards Bay

Shellfishing within the entirety of Buzzards 
Bay was abruptly closed on Friday, October 7, due to 
a potentially toxic phytoplankton bloom, which the 
Massachusetts Division of Marine Fisheries said in a 
public emergency closure announcement can cause 
Amnesic Shellfish Poisoning (ASP). 

Ingestion of these biotoxins causes nausea, 
vomiting, cramps, severe gastrointestinal conditions and, 
in severe cases, headaches and neurological effects such 
as dizziness, confusion, loss of memory, and seizures. 
Potentially serious respiratory conditions could develop, 
and possibly death. 

The emergency shellfishing closure officially 
went into effect at sunrise on Saturday, October 8 and will 
remain in effect until further notice. 

Digging, harvesting, collecting, and attempting to 
dig, harvest, or collect shellfish, as well as the possession 
of shellfish from Buzzards Bay are prohibited, says the 
public notice. 

The only exception to the shellfishing closure is 
the harvesting of bay and sea scallop abductor muscles 
(the part of the shucked scallop that is extra tough, as 
opposed to the adductor part of the scallop usually eaten) 
and carnivorous snails. 

The Buzzards Bay area municipalities of 
Mattapoisett, Marion, Bourne, Dartmouth, Fairhaven, 
Falmouth, Gosnold, Westport, and New Bedford 
will not be open for shellfishing until the Division of 
Marine Fisheries further examines the waters for the 
phytoplankton known as Pseudo-Nitzschia, which 
contains the biotoxin domoic acid that accumulates in the 
shellfish and causes ASP.

Early Voting Information for Tri-Town

This is the first time that Massachusetts voters 
will experience the convenience of casting their ballots 
ahead of Election Day, now that early voting will this year 
be allowed across the Commonwealth. 

Early voting starts on October 24 and lasts until 
November 4. 

Unlike absentee voting, all registered voters are 
eligible for early voting, and they can do so either by 
requesting that a ballot be delivered via mail or by visiting 
their local town clerk's office. 

To request an early voter ballot by mail, an 
application can be downloaded and printed from the 
Secretary of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
website, www.sec.state.ma.us, and mailed to the town 
clerk's office of your town, addresses provided below.

Shellfishing Dos and Don'ts 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen 

By Marilou Newell 

Deep into the October 11 meeting of the 
Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen, Town Administrator 
Michael Gagne thanked media outlets for helping to alert 
the public to a potentially toxic phytoplankton known as 
Pseudo-Nitzschia that has now spread to all waters south 
of Cape Cod Bay. 

Evidence of this serious disease agent has 
prompted the Division of Marine Fisheries to close not 
only Buzzards Bay but also waters from the Rhode Island 
border east to Nantucket Sound including the Vineyard. 

Gagne read from a bulletin sent from Lt. 

Governor Karyn Polito that read in part, "Pseudo-Nitzschia 
can produce ... biotoxin that concentrates in filter feeding 
shellfish. " The biotoxin produced by the phytoplankton, 
if ingested by humans, can result in severe symptoms 
including permanent loss of short-term memory, seizures, 
and even coma. 

Earlier in the evening, the selectmen met with the 
bike path advisory group that has been seeking ways to 
improve safety at the bike path crossings on Mattapoisett 
Neck Road and Brandt Island Road. 

Headed up by Police Chief Mary Lyons with 
Barry Denham, Nathan Ketchell, and Colleen Trahan with 
assistance from Representative William Straus, the group 
provided the selectmen with a draft letter addressed 
to the Secretary and Chief Executive Officer of the 
Massachusetts Department of Transportation.

speed limit of the two roads in question, a process 
that is regulated by the DOT. While the roadways had 
previously been the subject of speed studies, those studies 
took place decades ago. Now faced with many more 
residential structures and associated traffic. Chief Lyons 
felt it was time to lower the speed from 40 miles per hour 
to 30. 


The group presented the selectmen with three 
recommendations. First and foremost would be to reduce 
the posted driving speed. Second was to add electronic 
radar speed feedback signs in tandem with painting 
crosswalks the new RED color being mandated for all 
crosswalks, and third, investigation of new intersection 
designs. 

The selectmen approved the letter to the DOT 
as well as new crosswalk painting and installation of 
signs after approval of one sign at the fall town meeting. 
Selectman Paul Silva suggested contacting neighbors 
whose yards abut the bike path to discuss selected brush 
clearing for better intersection visibility. 

In other business, the selectmen approved a 
request from Brock Cordeiro to hold a Pancreatic Cancer 
Awareness Day on November 13 at the Knights of 
Columbus parking lot. Pie received a common victualler 
license for the event. In thanking the selectmen, Cordeiro 
spoke of his father who succumbed to the disease saying, 
"I want to give a morale boost ... a day of fun, education 
and awareness ..."

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Town Clerk Cathy Heuberger met with the 
selectmen for their signatures on the November 8 
Presidential Election and to discuss early voting 
regulations.

Abutters' Dispute Could Delay Planning 
Board Decision 

Rochester Planning Board

Rochester Planning Board Chairman Arnold 
Johnson knew just by looking out at the room full of 
unfamiliar faces that the public hearing on October 11 
for a modification for an approved definitive subdivision 
plan application submitted by Charlotte and James 
Spieldenner of 1 Happy Tails Road might turn out to be a 
contentious one. 

Seeking the approval to pave an existing 12- 
foot recycled asphalt roadway and a waiver to keep 
utility lines above ground as opposed to the regulation 
mandating they be buried, the Spieldenners' engineer 
Kevin Forgue explained that, due to some concerns by 
an abutter who has historically used an access roadway 
through the Spieldenners' property as an unofficial 
easement of sorts to access their circular driveway, the 
couple was willing to adjust the plan that would have 
eliminated that access way and instead offered to pave 
the way for the abutters, Meredith and Mark Rousseau. 

The Rousseaus' attorney, John Gushue, presented 
the couple's side of the story, mentioning specifically the 
Spieldenners' utility lines that run across the Rousseaus' 
back yard - a problem for the Rousseaus since Eversource 
informed them that they would no longer be maintaining 
the Speildenners' utility lines.

After some discussion about the lack of a 
proper easement, the stormwater, and the utility lines, 

Mr. Spieldenner wondered how it could result that the 
Rousseaus were asking for an easement for access to their 
property yet unwilling to tolerate the utility lines on their 
property. 

After a lengthy discussion, Johnson pointed out 
that some matters were up to the Land Court and were 
outside the purview of the Planning Board. Having said 
that, though, he said regarding the stormwater, "We have 
our own peer review engineer to make sure that what 
they're submitting is going to work." He pointed out, 
however, that some of that stormwater could be coming 
from the Rousseaus' property down onto the 'easement' 
area of the Spieldenners' property. 

"Utilities can be addressed by the board because 
they're part of the rules and regulations of subdivisions 
and you asked for a waiver for that," Johnson continued. 
The board decided on a site visit for the next week and 
continued the hearing until the next meeting. 

Johnson pointed out that Land Court decisions, 
should this situation head in that direction, could go on 
for years, which could delay a Planning Board decision 
entirely. 

"The decision of [a Land Court] might affect the

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decision the Planning Board would make," cautioned 
Johnson. ". . .And the court would get upset if we ignored 
that." 

Also during the meeting, the board closed 
the public hearing for Laura Ann and Dale Briggs to 
build a 7,500 square-foot metal commercial building 
on Cranberry Highway. With most details addressed, 
the board said it would be set to take a vote at the next 
meeting. 

In other matters, the board continued the public 
hearing for a modification of an approved definitive 
subdivision plan for Gary Mills for property on Hartley 
Road. The purpose is to reduce the total number of 
buildable lots from three to two. 

The board chose to refrain from taking any action 
until the fire chief approves the applicant's proposal 
to change the original 18-foot paved driveway to a 16- 
foot paved drive, which is different from the applicant's 
proposal at the last meeting for a 16-foot gravel drive. 

"Personally, I don't have a problem with the 
roadway," said Johnson, "but I always reserve my 
judgment for the public safety officials." 

The next meeting of the Rochester Planning Board 
is scheduled for October 25 at 7:00 pm at the Rochester 
Town Hall.

New Report Card Format in the Works 

Rochester School Committee 

By Jean Perry 

School administration and teachers at Rochester 
Memorial School as well as the other elementary schools 
in Tri-Town are excited about the development of a 
new standards-based report card that will replace what 
educators believe is an outdated report card format. 

On October 6, the Rochester School Committee 
was presented with a brief primer on what is to come 
in December when students will be bringing home 
a more comprehensive and specific report card that 
Assistant Superintendent Elise Frangos said will clearly 
demonstrate the strengths and weaknesses as well as the 
progress of Tri-Town school districts' elementary school 
students. 

Gone will be the traditional 'A, B, C, D, F' system 
of grading; it will be replaced by a new letter system of 
'M, P, E, and N'. 

The traditional letter grades, said Frangos, "... 
really didn't tell you a whole lot on what you were 
particularly good at. It's kind of a global grade, it's not 
quite clear." 

Frangos called the new report card a movement 
towards clarity and specificity, saying a committee 
of administrators and educators is excited about the 
potential unveiling of the new report card this December 
when first trimester report cards are released.

"We really want accurate and effective 
communication of student progress to parents and 
students," Frangos said. "You'll see the long view of all 
the standards your child is going to be taught for that 
whole year." 

Frangos said the standards-based report card 
better connects with what is actually being taught in the 
classroom, with specific observable grade-level skills that 
measure the student against the standards, making the 
grades more individualized. 

The report card centers around two main 
categories, one being pro-social skills and approaches 
to language, the second being the specific academic 
standards for each area, such as in mathematics, with 
addition, subtraction, and fractions, for example. 

'M' would be the highest mark, meaning 
'mastery' of the standard, or being able to demonstrate 
the skill a total of five times. 'P' stands for 'proficient/ or 
demonstrating learned skill four times consistently. 'E' 
represents 'emerging' of skill attainment, and 'N' will 
mean that the student has not yet demonstrated the skill 
but is working towards proficiency. 

"This letter system ... is more growth-oriented 
and reflective of the philosophies we are currently 
embracing," said Frangos, adding that Friday's 
professional development would focus on training on the 
new report card. 

As the report card is further developed, Frangos

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said teacher/ parent forums would be held eventually, 
and also recorded and posted online for parents to view. 
Administration will also develop a handbook relative to 
the new grading system, and parent feedback would be 
collected and considered. 

Rochester Memorial School Principal Derek 
Medeiros said the school plans to continue with regular 
teacher-parent communication, as with parent-teacher 
conferences, and teachers are enthusiastic about the new 
standards-based report card, including the larger text 
boxes which will allow for lengthier comments on student 
progress and performance in the classroom. 

"[The report card] that we are using now is not 
aligned to what our teachers are teaching," said Medeiros. 

School Committee member Jennifer Kulak 
pointed out that, as a parent, changes such as this are 
challenging, but she was pleasantly surprised with 
the format and the potential that it brings in fostering 
understanding of student progress. 

"What we want to be able to do is improve 
two-way communication between home and school 
and making sure that parents are aware of where their 
students are," said Superintendent Doug White. 

White thanked the committee for its ongoing 
efforts and said the school committee would receive up- 
to-date information on the new report card as it unfolds. 

"Anything that opens communication among 
parents and teachers and students is really important," 
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said Chairman Tina Rood. " [Parents] are part of the 
conversation and should be part of the conversation with 
education." 

The next meeting of the Rochester School 
Committee is scheduled for November 17 at 4:30 pm in 
the ORRJHS media room.

This weekend, the inaugural class of former Tabor

inductees were chosen from many former Seawolves 
as those who have most left a legacy on Tabor athletics 
through their leadership, sportsmanship, teamwork, and 
dedication.

My dog was in the garage with me as I was 
changing the antifreeze in my car. He sniffed the 
old antifreeze and was going to drink it. I stopped 
him. Would It make him sick? 

Antifreeze (ethylene Glycol) has a sweet smell 
that is, unfortunately, attractive to dogs. It can 
cause kidney failure if the dog is not treated 
within 4-6 hours after consuming the poison.

31. Starring Sheri Moon Zombie and Malcolm 
McDowell. Directed by Rob Zombie. Running time: 102 
minutes. MPA A rating: R. Now playing on video-on- 
demand services; opens in theaters October 21. 

We get it by now: Rob Zombie loves the grotesque 
excesses of the grindhouse flicks of his youth, and he has 
dedicated his filmmaking career (and a good portion of 
his music career) to genuflecting to the disreputable gore, 
T&A, and general nastiness of those films. He's sort of a 
Tim Burton wearing a blood-soaked wife-beater, paying 
homage again and again to the monsters and psychos 
that shaped his imagination. In 31, Zombie's latest act 
of devotion, the spasm and stink of his style haven't 
changed. Past fifty now. Zombie will likely be making 
movies in this same stubbly flea-pit mode well into his 
autumn years. The question is whether he'll run out of 
stories to tell in that mode. 

31 is an arch bit of diabolism in the tradition 
of Saw and your choice of and-then-there-were-none 
slaughterhouse entries. Five carny workers are kidnapped 
and brought to a place (hell) presided over by powder- 
faced aristo-Brits (including Malcolm McDowell), who 
give the five victims twelve hours to survive in a dank 
and dripping maze of pipes and chain-link fences. Our 
protagonists are trapped in there with a variety of killers, 
one of whom is played by the gaunt and leering Richard 
Brake, who seems to embody Zombie's whole hellbilly, 
grubby-guignol aesthetic — the role Sid Haig used to 
fill. If Hollywood is serious about having another go at 
Stephen King's The Stand and they need a Randall Flagg, 
they could do a lot worse than Brake; the movie could 
have used more of him. 

Part of the problem is that after a while, 31 
devolves into a predictable survival action film, with 
more than a few endless fights between people wielding 
axes, crowbars, knives, chainsaws. Zombie falls back on 
unreadable editing to suggest rather than depict carnage; 

I understand that the movie was rated NC-17 twice 
before being whittled down to something with the less 
restrictive R rating, and that Zombie plans to release an 
uncut version on disc, but I don't expect the action to be 



very much more comprehensible. The shakiness of the 
style, in which the camera jerks from side to side even to 
capture a reaction shot, will always be part of the film's, 
and Zombie's, DNA. Sometimes it works, sometimes it 
frustrates. 

That's true of the movie in general. A 
crowdfunding effort, 31 is cast almost exclusively with 
actors Zombie has worked with before — McDowell, 
Zombie's wife Sheri Moon Zombie, Jeff Daniel Phillips, 
Meg Foster, Judy Geeson, E.G. Daily — alongside various 
faded icons like Ginger Lynn (thrown away in a mean- 
spirited scene) and former Sweathog Lawrence Hilton- 
Jacobs (slipping into a Jamaican accent and performing 
smoothly). This isn't the kind of movie that's built for 
actors, and Zombie's antagonistic yet orotund dialogue 
doesn't help; people are either spitting clotted mouthfuls 
of blood and vituperation at each other or just scattering 
F-bombs. Only poor bedraggled old toothless Tracey 
Walter gets to bring some sozzled warmth to a scene, 
though Meg Foster's trademark blazing eyes come close 
to declaring her the movie's star by visual default. 

Zombie obviously can't make movies any other 
way — even his Woolite detergent commercial a few 
years back is hilariously gnarled and in-your-face — and 
anyone who knows anything about artistic instincts can't 
fault Zombie for this. 32 is set on Halloween of 1976 so 
that Zombie can engage in a few vintage needle-drops 
(Joe Walsh, Lynyrd Skynyrd) and nods to the films that 
fed his fire (at one point a fight is backed with music that 
sounds suspiciously like Goblin's score for Suspiria). For 
some artists, a particular mode or visual / sonic emphasis 
is like a sore tooth they can't stop tonguing, an itch they 
go crazy if they can't scratch. Zombie scratches his itch 
here until it bleeds, but is the scratching pleasurable any 
more for anyone other than him? 
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enduring support for both the orchestra and its 
educational programs.

The 
orchestra annually presents a concert series of classical 
and pops music with prize-winning guest artists from 
around the world. In addition, the NBSO offers the South 
Coast Chamber Music Series and provides innovative 
educational programming to 30,000 students each year. 

The endowment campaign includes a range of 
giving categories and areas for which the support will 
be used.

According to NBSO Board Chair Sandria 
Parsons, "The endowment campaign gives all donors the 
opportunity to support our mission of building a vibrant 
community of music for the next 100 years. We hope that 
all individuals and businesses in the region will support 
us through this matching gift opportunity and help us 
bring the campaign to a successful conclusion."

“Right of Appeal/Grievance Procedures: Right of Appeal or 
grievance procedure has a maximum of (2) steps, but may be 
resolved at any step in the process. Right of appeal/grievances 
are to be fully processed until the employee is satisfied, does not 
file a timely appeal or when a decision is made in the final step 
and the right of appeal no longer exists. All grievances must 
relate to disciplinary actions taken under the prior paragraph. 

Step One. The aggrieved employee shall submit the grievance 
in writing to the Department Head within five (5) business 
days after the employee knew or should have known, of the 
incident upon which the grievance is based. If the grievance 
can be resolved between the two parties, the grievance proce- 
dure is deemed completed. The Department Head’s version of 
the grievance and decision shall be submitted in writing to the 
Personnel Board 

and the aggrieved employee within ten (10) business days. 

Step Two. Appealing an unsatisfactory Department Head’s 
decision, or where none, Town Administrator’s decision to the 
Personnel Board. The Personnel Board shall take the necessary 
steps to review and investigate the grievance and within fifteen 
(15) days issue a written, final, and binding decision.” 

Insert: the following 

“Grievances 

All employees have a right to have grievances and concerns 
regarding employment heard in a fair, equitable, and timely 
manner. A grievance is defined as a question regarding the 
interpretation or application of a specific portion of the Person- 
nel By-law. The decision to air a grievance will not result in any 
penalty to the employee, regardless of the final decision. All 
steps in the grievance procedure must be thoroughly document- 
ed in the employee’s personnel file. 
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1. The employee should raise any questions, concerns, 
or grievances with the immediate supervisor. The em- 
ployee and supervisor are encouraged to work together 
to resolve the problem at this level. If the employee is 
still not satisfied, the employee may, within ten (10) 
working days of the immediate supervisor’s decision 
or failure to act, submit a written grievance to the 
Department Head. 

2. The Department Head will meet with the employee 
to discuss the case within ten (10) working days and 
will provide the employee with a response within ten 
(10) working days of their meeting. If the employee is 
still not satisfied, the employee may submit a written 
grievance to the Hiring Authority. 

3. The Hiring Authority will meet with the employee to 
discuss the case within ten (10) working days and will 
provide the employee with a response within ten (10) 
working days of their meeting. If the employee is still 
not satisfied, the employee may submit a written griev- 
ance to the Personnel Board. 

4. The Personnel Board will meet with the employee to 
discuss the case within ten (10) working days. Based 
on the written grievance and any other information 
presented, the Personnel Board will make a final deter- 
mination concerning the case within ten (10) working 
days of their meeting. The employee shall have no 
further right of appeal. 

Based on the small departments within the Town of Rochester, 
it is acknowledged that while there are 4 steps in this process, 
steps 1 and 2 or steps 2 and 3 will often involve the same parties 
and thus may be redundant for a high number of town employ- 
ees. 

Employees may bring fellow employee(s) during the grievance 
review to act as witnesses and should supply evidence support- 
ing their case. Time limits may be extended with the agreement 
of both parties. The decision of the Personnel Board is final and 
binding.” 

ARTICLE 8: PERSONNEL BY-LAW - PROBATIONARY 
PERIOD 

To see if the Town will vote to amend the Personnel By-laws as 

follows: 

Part I 

Definitions 

Delete: “Probationary Period: That time needed to evaluate 
and/or train an employee” 

Insert: the following 


“Probationary Period: The first six (6) months of continuous 
employment of an employee shall constitute his/her proba- 
tionary period. No transfer, layoff, suspension, discipline or 
discharge made during an employee’s probationary period shall 
be construed as a violation of the provisions of this by-law.” 

Part III 

Recruitment 

Delete: paragraph nine (9) of this section which reads: 

“Each person promoted or appointed to a permanent posi- 
tion shall be required to successfully complete a probationary 
period of three (3) months to enable the Department Head to 
observe the employee’s ability to perform the various duties of 
the position. In the event that a promoted employee is found 
not to have met the requirements of the position, the employee 
(if transferred or promoted) shall be permitted to return to the 
position formerly held. The appointing authority may extend 
the probationary period by not more than an additional three (3) 
months and shall notify the Department Head and employee of 
such extension.” 

Insert: the following at the end of the current Part III: 
“Probationary Period 

During the Probationary Period, an employee will be observed 
and evaluated on his or her conduct, performance against speci- 
fied goals and objectives, and work habits. 

An employee shall accrue authorized leave benefits as outlined 
in the by-law during this period, but, apart from accrued sick 
leave, may not use these accrued benefits as paid leave until 
successfully completing the first six months of the Probationary 
Period. 

During the Probationary Period the employee does not have 
access to the by-law’s Grievance Procedure, and may be termi- 
nated with or without cause at any time by the Hiring Authority, 
upon the recommendation of the Department Head or Supervi- 
sor. 

Upon completion of the Probationary Period, the Hiring Author- 
ity shall notify the employee in writing of the decision that the 
employee has or has not attained Permanent Employee status. 
This decision shall be based upon a performance appraisal and 
recommendation made by the employee’s Department Head or 
Supervisor. Such notification shall be placed in the employee’s 
human resources file. 

The Probationary Period may be extended for no more than 
three (3) months at the written request of the Supervisor with 
the approval of the Personnel Board.”

If you have changed your address since the 
last time you voted, you must make that correction by 
October 19 as well, and can do so using the same means 
as above. This re-registration is especially important on 
Election Day since you will be asked to identify yourself 
at the polls by your address first, then your name. This 
is a new procedure and one that has proven to be more 
efficient for the poll workers and thus a time-saver for 
you. 

Finally, if you wish to enroll as an unaffiliated - 
formerly independent - voter (no specific political party), 
you should check the No Party box on the registration 
form. 

As the League has said for many years, 
"Democracy is not a spectator sport," so be sure you are 
registered and prepared to vote on Election Day, Tuesday, 

November 8.
